FIGHT TO KEEP PACE

ident foresees unless the naval pow-

What the foreign governments have 


not clearly understood is the motive 
back of the American • government's 
invitation."

While a three-power conference is 


assured, the viewpoint of Italy anJ 
France will have a great deal to do with 
its success. Though failing to accept 
a formal Invitation, the French and 
Italian governments will have rep- 
resentatives as "unofficial observers."

concerns them both. This will afford 
nn opportunity for sounding out the 
French and Italian governments on 
their attitude toward proposals be- 
fore they are adopted. France and 
Italy will be able to keep their naval 
strength within the limit of their 
purse strings or to force themselves 
•to pay larger annual sums'for naval 
r.rmament in order to keep up with 
the other naval powers.

Respiration Fails 


After 108 Hours of Ef- 


fort by Friends 


Chicago— CXP)—Game to the last flut- 


ter of a stalwart heart. Albert Frick 
yielded to death Thursday night, four 
and a half days to the hour after the 
22-year-old youth began a grim bat- 
tle with the mjstery that numbed his 
lungs and placed his life in the hands 
of three score valiant friends. 


He died as two of them ceased the 


steady 
compressing and 
relaxing, 


pressing and releasing that' for 108 
hours and 12 minutes had pumped the 
bieath of life in and out of the body 
chilled into helplessness by creeping 
paralysis. 


Attending doctors, amazed with their 


profession at his ability to live more 
than half a week although powerless 
to breathe, knew the end was coming, 
but the last phrase through ,Frick's 
parched lips was a halting assurance 
that "I'm all right." 


Two1 hours later, the two men then 


forcing the paralyzed diaphragm into 
action stepped back from the bed to 
permit a doctor to read from his steth- 
oscope "It's all over,',' and with stream- 
ing faces slipped from the room to tell 
the 54 comrades watting for their turn 
to continue the fight- 


BEGAN EIGHT SUNDAY 


Artificial respiration was begun la^t 


Sunday, when the advance of Landry's 
paralysis halted the life sustaining ac- 
tion of the youth's diaphragm. 


• Medical science knows little of the 
disease except that there ha\ e- been ^ 
few instances of recovery, but when 
Frick's breathing ceased Sunday, phy- 
sicians swiftly ^started, artiflciat$respk'- 
atibtJ, "hoping to ^ ftcep oxygen^ fM 
the b'63y tissues until the yotitll rallied 
from the paralysis -.which, ha<f"is«t'-- 
three days after an attack Oi iptcstinal 
influenza. 
... 


Working feverishly, they dispatcheJ 


a call for volunteers to aid them, and 
within a few hours 
dozens of em- 


ployes of the Public Service Co. of 
Northern Illinois, for which Frick had 
been a salesman, appearea at the hos- 
pital and offered their services. 


VOLUNTEERS WORK 


Organized into shifts of two men 


each and instructed by the company to 
remain as long as necessary, the band 
of volunteers took up the 
exacting 


work, two at a time forcing the lungs 
to take in and expel air. 


For two days Frick received all his 


nourishment through a glucose solu- 
tion injected into his paralyzed legs, 
but Wednesday his condition was im- 
proved that he could swallow food in 
small quantities. He also became able 
to talk more freely, with a little faster 
pumping of the numbed muscles, and 
encouraged his comrades with cheer- 
ing gasps, directing them to "press a 
little harder, boys" or "not quite so 
hard." 


Thursday 
morning, however, he 


grew weaker and both doctors and his 
friends, although pcrmitting.no break 
in the respiration, gave 
up hope. 


Thursday night he lost consciousness 
for the first time since ho was strick- 
en. 


At the bedside when the fight ended 


was Frick's father, Herman Frick, of 
Crystal Lake. III. His mother left the 
hospital just before the end came. For 
months they had watched him combat- 
ting ill health which forced him to 
withdraw from Northwestern univer- 
sity. 
Through his last conscious hours, 


the youth continued to smile in the 
face of death, jesting with the men la- 
boring to save his life. Almost his last 
word was an agreement to attend a 
homecoming party his father proposed. 


The parents consented to a post 


mortem 
examination early 
Friday 


which demonstrated the correctness of 
the diagnosis, and a section of the 
spinal column was removed. The tis- 
sues will be subjected to a scries of 
tests which doctors believe may l>e cf 
great value in science's fight against 
the baffling disease which was first 
described in 1850 by Landry, a French 
ph>sician.

"In modern art you must have 


true colors," says Mr. Baumgarten.

JOHN ADAMS 1735-1826 


Like most of the letters of early 


American patriots, John Adams' 
letters to his wife and those of 
hers to him are not filled with the 
romance of passion. If the heart 
w as eloquent, at least the pen was 
always sensible. Adams married 
Miss Abigail Smith in 1764, and 
his letters "addressed to Portia 
were evidently all intended 
for 


"•her, as there is no record ol 


Adams' devotion to any other wo- 
man. 
Adams' 
Portia was the 


daughter of a Conrregational min- 
ister and a woman of much abil- 
ity -which she used with good pur- 
pose for the furtherance of her 
husband's political ambitions. 


John Adams' influence in the 


first days of this nation's Ziffe was 
far-reaching, • and 
his 
achieve- 


men,ts have been written down in 
many notable books -which stud- 
ents of history have long used as 
text-books. This second presi- 
dent of the United States lived to 
be ninety-one years old. 


John Adams to His Wife 


"When a man is seated in the midst 


of forty people, some OL whom aie 
talking and others whispering, it !«• not 
easy to think what is proper to write. 
I shall send you the. newspapers, 
•which will inform you of public af- 
fairs and the particular, bickerings of 
parties in this colony.. I am happy to 
learn from j-our letter that a flame 
is at last raised among the people for 
the fortification of the 
harbour. 


"Whether Nantasket or Point Alderton 
would be proper posts to be taken, I 
can't say. But I would fortify every 
place which- is proper, and which can- 
r.on could ba obtained for. Generals 
Gates and Miffhn are now here. Gen- 
eral "Washington will be hero tomor- 
low, when we shall consult and delib- 
erate concerning the operations of the 
ensuing campaign. 


We have dismal accounts from Eu- 


rope o£ tho preparations against us. 
This summer will be very important 
to us. We shall have a severe trial of 
our patience, fortitude, and persever- 
ance. But I hope we shall do valiant- 
ly and tread down our enemies. 


I have some thought of petitioning 


the General Court for leave to bring 
ny family here. I am a lonely, for- 
lorn creature here. It used to be some 
comfort to me that I had a servant 
and some horses. They composed a 
sort of family for me. But now there 
is not ont> creature here that I seem 
to have any kind of relation to. It is 
a cruel reflection, which very often 
comes across me, and I should be sep- 
arated so far from those babes whose 
education and welfare lie so near to 
my heart. But greater misfortunes 
than these must not divert us from 
superior duties. 


Your sentiments of the duties we

Hamburger ol Chicago, former Ap- 
pleton woman, said in a talk on Peace 
at the general' meeting of Appleton 
"\Vomans club Thursday afternoon at 
the clubhouse. The outlawry method 
of abolishing war may not stop 
all 


war at once, she continued, but nei 
thcr has tho social annihilation of 
the murderer abolibhcd aii murder. 
But it will develop a social conscience 
against the barbaric methods now in 
practice. 


She expressed herself as most in 


favor of this system but 
spoke of 


other waysxof keeping peace between 
peoples. The> League of Nations was 
a beautiful idea and something may 
yctfcCome of it, the speaker believed. 
Its machinery may be used to abol- 
ish war. The World Court is closely 
allied to the League of Nations and it 
too has many good points, she said. 


REWRITE BOOKS 


The 'Association for Peace 
Educ 


tion has for its main, purpose the 
study of textbooks with the aim of 
re-writing them with more 'objectiv- 
ity and science in their thought. Hate 
and prejudice among the French find 
German people is due largely to the 
textbooks used by the children, fe 
said. Instead they should be tausht 
an understanding of the awful things 
leading to war. The same tendency is

books.' she said. Instead 
of

chauvinistic 
attitude "I'm right,

she said- 


Mrs. Hamburger urged the Appleton 


club to organize a peace committee to 
help solve the problem of abolishing 
war. "Military men say that the next 
war will be for the non-combatants 
as well as the soldiers, for it will be a

zation, she said, for the gas inventions 
recently mado could obliterate v.-holc 
cities within a few minutes.

In the meantime, until war lias been 


abolished, we must prepare to defend 
ourselves, she said. One nation ^can 
not disarm, but it is a job for the" wo- 
men. to prepare for abolition. It does 
not take a whole nation to prepare 
for a defense, she explained. The wo- 
men of America can help by studying 
and creating public opinion, although 
the final action will be on the legisla- 
tors of the country.

Hamburger Relieved. ; Ignorance, fear 
and ^apathy, are the stumbling- blocks 
The great ignorance of people is clear- 
ly shown by their willingness to ac 
cept. propaganda.

It has -.been illustrated since Unit it 
was not such a war, Mrs. Hamburger 
said, for. there have been more little 
wars "since than before, and more dic- 
tatorships than before.

'Moth- 
ers and teachers should understand 
what to teach children.'

This may do clone way by cooperation, 
Mrs. Hamberger said.
